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ENSURING HEALTHY 
PULLETS. 


The pullets are the most important items 
in the poultry yard just now. On their 
wellsbeing depends the chief winter egg 
supply. Yet with the difficulty of saving 
hay and harvesting in uncertain weather, 
pullets on a farm are often neglected at. this 
time of the year, and August is just the 
month that they need extra attention. Many 
of them are growing fast, the consequence 
being that a house in which they had plenty 
of room a few weeks ago is now over- 
crowded, and some of them must be moved 
eisewhere. This is the best time to move 
them to new quarters, as it checks those 
that are thinking of laying too early. These 
often lay for a few weeks only and then 
moult. It also improves the backward ones, 
by giving them more room in the house and 
fresi ground to roam on. Any pullets which 
show defects or deformities, such as crossed 
bills, wry tails, roach backs, or are stunted 
in growth should not be kept. Culling them 
wil! make more room for the healthy ones. 

Last week we moved 106 puliets to ‘a 
new home-made house, 20ft. by 9ft., and 
they seem very happy in their new quarters, 
though this house should really only 
hold 90, as two square feet of floor space 
is the allowance for each hen, when on 
free range. Later on a few of the pullets 
may be taken to a house in the farmyard, 
when the last of the two-year-old hens has 
been sold. 

Besides the new house they have fresh 
ground to ream over, and this evening, when 
feeding them during a brief dry spell after 
heavy rain, they were too busy getting 
‘fresh meat” of all sorts to bother hurry- 
ing as usual to get their grain. They were 
in all parts of the field, hunting for big game, 
yet they were perfectly dry, which showed 
they had stayed in the house during the 
rain, and only sallied forth when conditions 
were favourable. 

It is exercise like this that makes them 
strong and healthy. Thry need exercise and 
good food to build up strong bodies., When 
they are fully grown and strong we may ex- 
pect them to lay, but not before. We should 
not give food to force them to lay. 

Three feeds a day should be sufficient for 
the earlier hatched pullets—two of grain, and 
one soft mash, a mixture of bran, pollard, 
ground oats, and Indian meal, with a little 
fish or meat meal when the weather is dry. 
In showery weather they generally get plent 
of insects if they are on free range. ' 

It is a very good plan later on to let them 
run on the stubbles, as there is always some 
shed grain, and the young flock thrive 
splendidly, besides costing less to feed. How- 
ever, as we have no portable houses on the 
farm, it is Gkly the more adventurous ones 
that find their way to the oat-fields generally 
by followiry, the carts when bringing ik the 
harvest. We also run the horse rake óver 
the stubbles, and make cocks of the rakings 
near the henhouses. This keevs them busy 
for along time, and a busy pullet is a haopy 
pullet. E.B.

FEEDING V. MANURING. 


Discussing the question of Feeding v. 
Manuring for the production of baby beef at 
a conference in the Glasgow Agricultural 
College, Professor W. G. Paterson “said that 
many investigations had been carried out 
on the feeding of cattle with concentrates 
and on manuring for the improvement of 
stock carryin wer of pasture, but very 
little wor á been done calculated to 
e two 
methods when applied to beef production. 
The Cockle Park grazing experiments in 
Hanging Leaves Field snowed live weight in- 
creases to be more economically obtained 
from the use of basic slag than by cake feed- 
ing, but these results, while suggestive, do 
not bear directly on the problem under con- 
sideration for the following, amongst other, 
reasons :— 

(1) An improvement in stock carrying 
power of the pasture was the object in view, 
and not the production of beef. 

(2) The amount of concentrates fed was 
quite insufficient to, fatten young cattle on 
poor pasture. 

(5) Live weight increase was taken as the 
sole basis for comparison, and improvement 
in condition ignored, except as reflected in 
live weight increase. | 

The results of trials at our College. Farm, 
now in their tenth year. and comprising one 
hundred ‘cattle (fifty under each system), in- 
dicate the feeding of concentrates to be the 
better method. The average relative increases 
were 18lb. per bullock per week on the feed- 
ing section, as against 15.7lb. per bullock per 
week on land improved by manuring. 

The cattle receiving concentrates were 
mostly fat at the end of the grazing season, 
and those on the manured section not so well 
forward in condition. When allowance is 
made for the greater live weight increase 
obtained, and for the better condition of 
the cattle, the feeding of concentrates proves 
the more economical method, the difference 
being approximately £1 11s. 6d. per acre per 
annum for the nine years’ period. for which 
results are available, 

The investigation also shows that feeding 
of concentrates materially improve the pas- 
ture, so much so that when it was discon- 
tinued in 1926, and a dressing of lime given 
to the entire area, the cattle on the section 
where concentrates had previously been fed 
actually gave higher weekly live weight in- 
creases and were in better condition than 
those on the manured section,

MINERAL, MATTER IN PIG 
FOODS,

Dealing with the value of the mineral 
supplements to the breeding sow, Mr. R. G. 
Baskett, B.Sc., in the Journal of the 
Northern Ministry of Agriculture, says that 
there is no benefit obtained from feeding 
mineral additions to rations for pigs when 
separated milk is available. 

hen separated milk is not available it is 
desirable to use mineral supplements, pro- 
viding the ration doés not include an animal 
food containing mineral material, such as 
meat and bone meal or fish meal. 

The increased live-weights obtained in 
practice by the inclusion of small quantities 
of fish meal would appear to be due to tio 
fact that fish meal contains approximately 
20 per cent. of mineral matter (bone tm gy | 
material), and not to any superiority o 
animal protein over vegetable sources of 
protein. Equally good results have been 
obtained by the use of extracted soya bean 
meal plus 2 per cent. of minerals as with fish 
meal. Moreover, the use of soya bean meal 
in the place of fish meal provides the great 
practical advantage of avoiding the real risk 
which exists of tainting bacon by the use 
of excéssive quantities of fish meal and of 
inferior types of this product. It must 
always be borne in mind that the use of any 
feeding stuff which is liable to affect the 
quality of the bacon may have very serious 
consequences to the Trish bacon industry. 
Although these results are the record of 
one experiment only, the number of pigs in 
each lot (24) is sufficiently large and the 
records definite enough for confidence to be 
placed in the results. 


TREATING FLUKE IN SHEEP. 


Independent experiments ‘carried out by 
Mr. J. Norris and Mr. B. Mont- 
gomerie, indicate that carbon tetrachloride, 
a drug not previously used for liver rot, has 
a much greater value,than male fern extract. 
The advantages claimed are that it may be 
obtained chemically pure at a smaller cost 
than male fern extract. It is much less 
poisonous, and single doses are effective. It 
is unnecessary to weigh the sheep to ascer- 
tain the appropriate dose. Carbon tetra- 
chloride, however, is not suitable for the 
treatment of fluke in cattle. 

Previous to 1926 the best treatment for 
sheep affected with liver fluke was the 
administration of male fern extract. A 


serious disadvantage of this method is that 


ithe dose requires to be carefully adjusted 


to the weight of the sheep, as an overdose 


may be fatal.

INNOVATIONS IN MARKETING. 


Either phrase is inadequate as a definition 
of the modern trend in the business of farm- 
ing, though it is over statement if express- 
ing the relations between the. diversified 
methods of European, American and Aus- 
tralasian farmers and the unalterable facts of 
the oldest industry, facts like climate, soil, 
crop yield, what Tennyson called “ the pro- 
cess of the suns.”” When we find everywhere 
a repeated insistence, by those who give their 
lives to the study of agricultural economics, 


ing but for the farmer, it becomes incumbeu; 
on us to examine the claim, consider its 
applicability to our own conditions, and, if 
it can be shown to be necessary for this 
country, to investigate its methods. I1t may, 
indeed, at once be said that the novelties 
being devised and applied in the United 
States, Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
many other places are not ' new.” But it 
was the same Scriptural writer who said 
‘“* there is no new thing under the sun,’’ who 
accused men of making ‘‘ many inventions.”’ 
It is’ some of these inventigns, new only in 
their mode of application, which are revolu- 
tionising the farming of: to-day. 


There is scarcely a month in which a fresh 
exposition of the economies of farming is not 
added to the literature of the subject, and 


by two such expositions which have come 
into our hands, one just published in Boston, 
the joint work of three University professors, 
and one in York, the outcome of a farmer’s 
talks with his neighbours. In the first of 
these, ' Making the Most of Agriculture,” 
the whole subject is approached from what 
the writers call ‘‘ the new point of view for 
agriculture’; in the second, “ The Selling 
Side of Agriculture,” the whole argument 
leads up to what the writer calls ‘‘ the new 
selling methods.’’ It is the same idea in 
varied guises, our old friend co-operation— 
but with a difference in dress, not only as 
between America and Britain, but as be- 
tween some presently accepted co-operative 
schemes and some others now freshly sug- 
gested. 


A Change of Outlook. 


It is significant of the change in outlook 
which has begun in England in regard to 
farming that the disposal, rather than the 
production, of crops and live stock should 
absorb the attention of a practical farmer, 
and that he should emphasise, as almost the 
most important of his practical discoveries, 
the necessity to the farmer of selling pro- 
ducts rather than produce, ¢.g., bacon pre- 
ferably to pigs, butter to milk. This is not 
without interest to Irish farmers. For the 
policy Mr. Sessions (the writer of ‘The 
Selling Side of Agriculture’’) advocates is 
wholly in line with the policy of President 
Cosgrave’s Government—we write this be- 
fore political events have determined whether 
he remains in office or vacates it—in giving 
to Irish farmers a lead, which, if logically 
followed . up, should result in the suc- 
cess of the creamery enterprise ' which 
the Irish Associated Creameries, Ltd., are 
initiating. Mr. Session’s view is that the 
control by the farmer of what American 
writers call ‘‘ processing’’ is essential to his 
obtaining a sufficient percentage of the profits 
to make farming a paying industry. It is 
significant that Scotch farmers investigating a 
similar problem in Denmark and Ameriean 
farmers pursuing a cognate inquiry in Ger- 
many have, within the past. week, both re- 
ported independently on similar lines. Unless 
a larger part of the dollar or florin which 
the consumer expends on butter or eggs, on 
bacon or meat, is retained by the farmer than 
has recently been regarded as his share, farm- 
ing will remain a depressed, if not a decaying, 
industry. If American and British farmers 
are of one mind on this point, in spite of 
differences in method, not only in the tech- 
nique of farming, but also in their systems of 
distribution, the moral is plain for Irishmen. 
But it is not a new moral, and it is being 
assimilated and even.acted upon here. What 
is new, however, is the ramifications of “ the 
new selling’? in Canada, Australia, New 


Zealand, and the United States, and Irish 
farmers need not be surprised if some such 
ramifications become desirable or essential in 
these islands. Perhaps, the work of the Irish 
Associated Creameries may point the way for 
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“THE NEW AGRICULTURE.”

Marketing in Bulk. 


Both the American professors and Mr. 
Sessions seem to regard commodity marketing 
as the next essential step in the sale of agri- 
cultural produce. Under that system, each 
product is marketed in bulk. days of 
small lots, when each farmer stood alone, 
seem numbered. Numerous converging in- 
fluences tend towards the bulking of produce 
and a specialised technique for the marketing 
of each particular crop or product. The de- 
sire of the public for a uniform standard 
article, in fairly even quantities ; the demand 
of the grower for a fixed, or at the least an 
approximately stable, price (such as nearly all 
British farmers now want for corn); the im- 
portance of reducing middle costs, say, in 
transit or refrigeration or delivery, and the 
necessity of a relatively even flow of farm 
produce. to the market—all these and other 
necessities of modern life are being imposed 
sometimes. by the towns on the farmer and 
occasionally fi the farmer on the towns. But 
this commodity marketing gives: rise. to 
“many inventions,” devices without which it 
cannot permanently go on. Of course, ‘* pool- 
ing ” is the best-known of these, and typical 
examples are found in wheat, tobacco, raisins, 
oranges, etc. Some of this pooling is volun- 
tary; some compulsory—at least, to this ex- 
tent that under dominion or state legislation 
a defined majority of the farmers in a given 
area, handling a given proportion of the crops 
(over 50 per cent.); can oblige a recalcitrant 
minority to stand in with them in the market- 
ing methods adopted. These pools are 
usually, indeed. almost invariably, carried 
out on seasonal contracts, limited in time 
(but not necessarily to a single year’s crop), 
and such contracts are legally enforceable. 
And even where pools are voluntary there is 
usually some legislation specially devised to 
suit them, such as the allocation of credits to 
cover the period between the raising or ware- 
housing of the crop and the payment of the 
‘purchaser for it on its receipt. 


** Pooling’’ and the Future. 


Pooling, it will readily be realised, needs 
for its successful working the grading and 
standardising of produce of a uniform quality. 
lb will work with least friction or none where 
the quality of the goods, wheat or butter, is 
of the best. It is thus more easily appli- 
cable. to produce as grown than to the finished 
product, of which such produce is merely the 
raw material. Now, it seems clear that in 
these islands live stock and live stock pro- 
ducts, both of which involve some degree of 
complexity, are our principal wealth. That 
is why butter is the finished commodity to 
which attention is now being principally 
directed. What lines our next developments 
in butter or bacon, in eggs or wool, will take 
is thus a most interesting and practical ques- 
tion, and farmers will be anxious to know the 
fate of the vote which was to have been taken 
last Friday for advances on the purchase of 
creameries, and which may have been decided 
while this article is being printed. 

But there is a larger question looming. 
Will the home countries take to pool- 
ing, too? The sale of Irish produce, 
and of English, too, will require increasing at- 
tention as time passes. With foodstuffs from 
overseas landed under conditions to suit the 
British demand, the farmers of these islands 
can only compete successfully if fore'gn and 
Colonial efforts to study and satisfy that de- 
mand are copied at home. This cannot be 
said too often or too emphatically. Whether, 
to enable those who realise and try to satisfy 
these conditions to continue their efforts suc- 
cessfully, further legislation (involving 
pressure, if not compulsion, upon those who 
do not) will be proposed raises a difficult and 
yet an urgent question. ‘The new: agricul- 
ture “ is really less a problem of farming than 
of the farmer, and, if Irish farmers would 
avert from themselves a greater degree of 
compulsion than they may desire, they will 
study thers evstems adopted overseas. and he 
in readiness to annly them voluntarily “ from 
below” rather yk have them inevitably 
thrust upon them in the interests of their own 
future ‘‘ from above.” 
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BARRENNESS IN DAIRY 
COWS. 


—— 


Many investigations have been made into 
the cause and treatment of barrenness in 
dairy cows, but results of practical value 
have only recently been obtained. In the 
Journal of the Northern Ministry of Agricul- 
tural attention is drawn to the work of Mr. 
'E. Nielsen, who dealt with a large number 
of animals. Nielsen finds that, even in the 
case of normal cows, heat not infrequently 
(15 to 20 per cent.) occurs without a female 
cell being available for fertilisation. He re- 
jects the classical views that cysts and per- 
sistent yellow ; odies in the ovary are impor- 
tant causes of sterility. He states that it 's 
beyond doubt that nic inflammation of 
the womb is by far the most frequent and 
most dean cause oí ility in cows; in 
fact he did not find any other cause in 1,083 
barren cows which he examined. i

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ELECTRIC CHICKEN - 
FACTORIES. 


INCREASE THE WINTER EGG 
SUPPLY. 


In the course of his address at the Royal 
Agricultural Society’s Show at Newport on 
the use of electricity on the farm, Mr. R. 
Borlase Matthews said that the use of 
electric light in the poultry house to give 
the birds a longer working day during the 
winter months is an especially interesting 
and novel way of increasing the winter egg 
supply. Experiments soilse by the 
speaker have proved to his complete satis- 
faction that by using. electric light at a 
total cost for the whole period of 24d. per 
hen (i.e., the value of one egg in the winter) 


and giving the hens a day of from twelve to 
fourteen hours, it is possible to obtain an in- 
crease of from 10 to 50 per cent. in the 
winter egg stipply, and this at a time when 
begs bring in the highest prices. 

_ This experience is not by any means unique; 
in fact, the practice has now passed.the ex- 
perimental stage, and is becoming one of the 
most important commercial innovations in- 
troduced into the poultry world during recent 
years, 

it should be remembered that the object 
of the light is simply to increase the feeding 
and exercise time, and does not strain tha 
birds in any way; in fact, their health is 
not affected. This is really not surprising, as 
the hen is of sub-tropical origin, where the 
winter days are much longer, and aecordingly 
the digestive organs are probably better 
suited to these longer winter hours. What 
the writer always marvels at is that the hen 
lays as mary eggs as she does when in an 
unlighted house during the winter months, 
considering that she must be in a half. 
starved condition during part of the long 
winter nights. 

A word of advice to those who intend in- 
stalling electric light in their poultry houses - 
Don't do it in any haphazard way; take ad- 
vantage of the experience of those who have 
learned by their mistakes. If the follewing 
rules are observed the practice. will prove 
profitable. Time will not allow more than a 
mere mention of the most important points. 

(1) The intensity of the light over the 
feeding and scratching area should. be one- 
foot candle, (A simple illustration of a foot- 
candle is the amount of light thrown by a 
40-candle power lamp, placed in a modern ex- 
tensive type reflector over a circle of 10ft. 
diameter when the lamp is placed six feet 
from the ground), 

(2) The lamps should be hung about six 
feet from the floor. 

(3) All rays of light should be reflected on 
the feeding spaces. 

(4) Suitable reflectors should be used. The 

hest types are the vitreous enamelled dis- 
ersive type, the vitreous enamelled deep 
re type, and the glass industrial prismatic 
ype. 
(5) The light should not be suddenly 
switched off, as hens cannot see in the dark. 
There are a number of ways of dimming the 
lights to produce an artificial dusk and 
dawn. 

(6) The hours of lighting should be regular. 
Birds subjected to irregular lighting fall into 
an early moult. 

(7) The birds should be’ allowed from ten 
to eleven hours sleep. 

(8) Lighting should commence in October 
and stop in March. 


Electric Incubators. 


Owing to the practically constant voltage 
of the electric supply, the temperature of 
incubators can be regulated more accurately 
hy the aid of electric heaters than by any 
other means. The outstanding advantages of 
electric incubators may be summarised as 
fcllows :— 

(1) Simplicity of operation. The heat is 
turned on by simply twitching a switch. 

(2) The heat is always under perfect con- 
tro 

(5) There is no soot, smoke, smell or 
fumes. 

(4) Fireproof. 

(5) Requires no attention day or night. 

(6) The air always retains its life-giving 
oxygen. 

One of the largest hatcheries in the world

Electricity can be advantageously used fcr 
torcing the warm air into every part of the 
incubator by means of electric fans. The 
employment of these fans marks a great ad- 
vance in incubator construction, as an electric 
fan incubator with a capacity of 10,000 eggs 
only occupies a space 8ft.

Hoovers and Foster Mothers. 

The chief advantage of the electric hoover 
is the even distribution of heat, which is such 
a simple matter to obtain with electric 
heaters, whereas a badly regulated. central 
heat, disturbed by every change of air ‘cur- 
rent, is all that is ible with the older 
types of oil and coal burners. A clear, fresh 
‘atmosphere is also difficult to obtain when 
using coal or oil, but with the electric heater 
there is nothing to contaminate the air, and 
the chicks breathe pure fresh air all the time,

SUGAR TO PREVENT MILK 
FEVER.

As it is now proved that milk fever is 


associated with a deficiency of sugar in the 
blood, the feeding of sugam to cows for a 
few days before and after calving may p 


vent the disease developing. It is interesting 
to. record in this connection the experience 
of a farmer in Northern Ireland, who ow: 
a herd with an average annual milk-yield 
930 gallons. From 1910 to 1919 there was an 
average of three cases of milk. fever ever 
year, but during the period 1920 to 192 
treacle was fed at the rate of one to one and 
a half pounds daily for eight days before and 
three days after calving. No further cases oí 
milk fever occurred.

Every season 
we handle large quantities of pigs of 80lb. to 
1201b., and even up to 160lb., and find a ready 
market for them. In view of this fact your 
report appears to be misleading to the Irish 
farmer, and we aor suggest that 
further opinions should: be taken on this

PEACE COMMISSIONERS’ 
POWERS. 


STATEMENT BY DISTRICT 
JUSTICE. 


The discretionary powers of Peace Com- 
missioners when applications for arrest 
warrants come before them were mentioned 
by District Justice Goff at Carrickmacross 
Sessions yesterday, when dismissing charges 
of damaging a house and terrorising the 
owner, James Fox, Corduff, which had been 
brought against Peter McPartland, Michael 
Keelan, John Keelan, and George McNeaney, 
all of the same district. 

Warrants for the arrest of two others 
had been issued, but the Guards had been 
unable to find the parties. 4 

Fox alleged that the defendants surrounded 
his house on several nights and bombarded 
the zinc roof with stones, and also pulled off 
the door. He was struck by a stone thrown 
at the roof. They came previously, he said, 
when his sister was dead, and threw stones 
over the corpse, and broke evéry vessel 
in the house. 

When confronted with one of the defendants 
Fox was unable to identify him, and the 
fathers of the other defendants, some of whom 
are only youths, swore positively that the de- 
fendants were in their own homes on the 
dates named, 

Fox, who was not professionally repre- 
sented, denied that two juvenile relations who 
reside with him were responsible for the 
stone-throwing and other mischief, 

Superintendent Kilroy, who prosecuted, 
said that he was satisfied that a mistake had 
been made. 

Mr. Kennedy, solicitor, who defended 
strongly, protested against the arrest of his.

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IRISH PORK TRADE. 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOR 
PIG-FEEDERS. 
Nek i. 


Irish farmers require additional outlets for 
the produce of their farms. The embargo 
placed on the importation of fresh meats 
from the Continent of Europe to Great Bri- 
tain has given them an opportunity to extend 
reatly the pig-raising industry, says the 

epartment of Lands and Agriculture, in a 
statement which was issued last night. 

That there is ample scope for an exten- 
sive development of a fresh pork trade be- 
tween this country and Great Britain is 
evident from the views expressed by the 
representatives of the London salesmen who 
were present at the recent conference held by 
the Department of Agriculture, Dublin. The 
statement that Smithfield Market alone can 
take 25,000 porkers weekly during the season 
is an indication of the extent of the opening 
now available to Irish pig-raisers. 

In addition to London’s requirements, there 
is also an enormous demand for pork in the 
industrial areas of Great Britain. 

BEST TYPE OF PIG. 

I; was quite clear, from the views expressed 
at the conference, that the type of pig, the 
Irish large. white, commonly known as the 
large York, now generally bred in the greater 
part of the Irish Free State, is pre-eminently 
suited for the best class porker trade, Far- 
mers have not yet, however, fully realised 
the importance of marketing the pigs for this 
trade at weights which fetch top prices. 
What is required is a carcase which will scale 
80 Ibs. dressed weight. This can be obtained 
from a nicely finished pig weighing just under 
1 cwt. when alive. 

No special methods of feeding are required, 
All that is necessary is to keep the animal 
in a thrifty, growing condition from the time 
it is weaned until it is ready for the market. 
The needs of the market can best be appre- 
ciated when it is understood that, prior to 
the embargo on Continental meats, 1,000,000 
porkers per annum were imported into Great 
Britain from the Continent. A demand for 
a long, lean carcase of a definite type and 
weight has now been established, and if Irish 
farmers are to capture the best market they 
must produce porkers of the correct type and 
weight. ' 

UNIFORM SUPPLY NECESSARY. 

The market for fresh pork should be re- 
garded as a new outlet for pigs, in addition 
to those already bred to meet the needs of 
our established bacon trade, and this new 
market can be secured only by increased 
production, 

There has been a substantial increase in 
the number of preg | sows in the country 
during the past year, but a further increase 
is necessary if the requirements of both the 
pork and bacon trades are to be met. 
Furthermore, a uniform supply for both 
markets must be maintained, and what ages 
been described as the ‘‘in and out ” pe®ry 
in pig-keeping, corresponding with market 
fluctuations, must be abandoned. It is only 
in this way that the market, when captured, 
can be held, and the best prices realised. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasised that 
the best price can be obtained only for a 
porker of 80 Ibs. dead weight.

By showing the city to tho very best ád- 
vantage it is hoped to attract visitors and.to 
influence the citizens to take a greater pride

They appeal to all to do what they can to 
assist them in beautifying Dublin for that 
week. In the scheme of decorations. for the 
occasion it has been decided to concentrate 
on certain points where really ‘¢aiitiful 
results can be obtained rather than a 
mediocre display in a haphazard. way. through-

A special appeal is now made to two 
sections of the public—(a) the traders, and 
(b) those living in houses having baleonies— 
e.g., the old Georgian houses of our squares 
and certain streets. From the traders the 
Council would ask that as far as possible they 
should clean down their shop fronts, and 
from the owners and inhabitants of Georgian 
houses that they would adopt some simple 
means of decoration. 

The traders can do their share “towards 
making their house fronts as clean and at- 
tractive as possible, which, besides adding ‘to 
the general well-kept appearance of the city, 
would be of benefit to them in their own 
trade. They could assist in the decoration 
scheme by the display of window-boxes, 
hanging flower baskets, and shrubs. where 
possible. 

THE BUSINESS HOUSES. 

It is hoped that owners or tenants of 
business premises, offices, etc., will also’ co- 
Operate in the decoration scheme by making 
the exterior of their premises as attractive 
and ornamental as possible through window- 
boxes or balcony displays.

TWO PATIENTS ESCAPE. 


At the monthly meeting of the Joinf 
Committee of the Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital, Dublin, which was held yester- 
day—Mr, C. M. Byrne, chairman, pre- 
siding—the Resident Medical Officer reported 
that two male patients escaped on August 
135 last, the day on which the annual sports 
were held, They had not yet been _re- 
captured. There was a dearth of suitable 
applicants for the position of probationer 
nurse, and at the moment they had no suit- 
able persons on the waiting list to fill a 
number of vacancies on the female staff at 
Portrane. There were now resident in the 
hospitals 1813 male and 1,690 female 
patients. Of these 834 men and 801 women 
were at Portrane. 

The Chief Clerk in his report said. that 
in the ordinary account there was a debit 
balance of £1,352 10s., but that sums 
amounting to £7,056 15s. were due to this 
account by Wicklow and Louth County 
Councils. The total amount due to the

The announcement that a commercial 


| treaty has been signed between. France 


and Germany comes’as a welcome surprise: 
Many obstacles were placed in the way 
of an agreement, but finally common-sense 
prevailed, and the bargain that has. been 
made, will be of equal value to both 
countries. The treaty will come into 
force on September 6th, and will be valid 
for the following eighteen months. It 
must be regarded, therefore, as an experi- 
ment ; but those who. are acquainted with 
the conditions under which it has been 
signed have no doubt that it will be. com- 
pletely successful. While the exact text has 
not yet been published, it is understood 
that the agreement makes provision for 
tariff reductions in respect of certain most 
important commodities, For instance, 
Germany will give France valuable con- 
cessions in regard to chemical, mechanical 
and electrical appliances, cement, china, 
machinery and leather goods, while 
France will apply her minimum tariff 
rates to Germany’s metallurgical and agri- 
cultural products, shoes, perfumery and 
porcelain. The pact between the two 
countries has been described by a French- 
man as an “economic Locarno.” It 
indicates the growth of a new spirit 
between France and Germany, afd 
suggests also that the two nations are 
beginning at last to realise their com- 
munity of economic interests, Com- 
mercially, it probably will have injurious 
effects. on British trade; for it will 
encourage France and Germany to buy 
from each other to the detriment of British 
firms. 

The negotiations which led up to the 
signing of this-treaty were purely economic. 
No political personages took part in them, 
and the whole business was arranged by 
business experts. Nevertheless, it is 
believed that certain political conversa- 
tions were conducted pari passu with the 
discussion of the treaty, and that its

Amenities of Travel. 


A Spanish newspaper recently published 
a-cartoon in which a traveller was seen 
gazing at a sumptuous building set in a 
wild, mountainous site. A guide explained 
to the traveller that the neighbourhood 
formerly was the haunt of brigands who 
plundered the waylarer by violence—but 
now they had built an hotel. The satire 
might be applied appropriately nearer 
home. How often tourists, when pre- 
sented with their bills at Irish hostelries, 
have thought themselves to have fallen 
into the hands of robber barons! The 
extortion so lately rampant has been 
brought largely under control through the 
joint effort of the most progressive among 
Irish hotel-keepers, and, by staying at 
well-recommended houses, a traveller now 
can tour in Ireland at an average daily 
expense of about one pound. There. is 
room for much improvement still, and 
meanwhile another, and associated, evil 
goes unchecked. While hotels are estab- 
lishing standards of cheap and efficient 
service, wayside caterers continue to 
plunder all who come their way. The 
Irish citizen who makes a Saturday after- 
noon excursion to any pleasant resort by 
the sea or in the countryside finds, if he 
ventures into some of the many cottages 
and shops which advertise their readiness 
to supply teas, that he must pay for a 
small and ill-prepared refection a price 
proper to a four-course dinner. The 
strahger, motoring through the land, finds 
the wayside halt the most:costly part of 
his holiday. “We shall not see these 
people again,” say the petty “ profiteers ”’ 
to themselves; “let us _ fleece them.” 
Where, however, a caterer moderate in 
charges is found, the finder tells all his 
friends, and the cottage becomes a place of 
pilgrimage. It is comforting to learn that, 
despite the dreadful crime which cast 
shame on the name of Ireland and gloom 
over the Irish summer, the number of 
American visitors entering the Saorstdt 
was larger last month than in the cor- 
responding month last year. It is thought 
that when the figures are available it 
will be found that visitors from Britain 
also are more numerous this season. 
These facts go to suggest that, if the 
crime of July 10th had not taken ‘place, 
this would have been a bumper year in 
tourist traffic. It.is evident that 
propaganda by the Irish hotel-keepers 
and—what is still more effective—by the 
great British transport concerns has made 
Ireland's name and her attractions for 
holiday-makers known far and_ wide. 
Given peaceful conditions, Ireland 
certainly would be invaded by as many. 
visitors as possibly could find accommoda- 
tion with the country’s present equipment 
of hotels. A new periodical, The Magazine 
of Travel, appears this week. Seven lines 
in it allude to the claims of Ireland on 
travellers. The rest of the publication, 
by. pictures and vivid articles, brings 
before the reader the fascinations of the 
Riviera, the Scottish Highlands, the 
Belgian art galleries, the heights of 
Switzerland and even the Polish country 
and capital. * The reader reflects that, if 
he is enticed to any of these places, he 
will be sure of well-appointed and strictly 
regulated hotels awaiting him, and tender-

The 
most popular of women film “stars,” 
according to this London vote, is Miss 
Betty Balfour, a British actress; and Mr. 
Ronald Colman, another British artist, 
though a resident of Hollywood, is first 
among the male “stars.” A question, 
“How often do you go to the cinema?’ 


produced the information that, of the 


total voters, 334 per cent. visited ‘‘ the 
pictures ' once a week, 474 per cent. twice 
a week, 144 per cent. three times a week 
and 44 pér cent. four times a week. From 
further statistics, published by the Cinema. 
we learn that Great Britain and Ireland 
have 3,800 picture houses, with a weekly 
patronage which represents 33 1-3 per cent. 
of the population. Germany’s larger 
population requires only 3,600 picture 
houses, and visits them weekly to the 
extent of 104 per cent. In the United 
States there are 15,000 picture houses, 
which are visited weekly by 47,000,000 
persons—40 per cent. of the population. 
To-day Hollywood is the most powerful 
influence in the formation of the world’s

WHY SHAKESPEARE IS 
NOT POPULAR.

SPEAKING TRADITION AT 
FAULT. 


“There is in England to-day a curious 
hatred of Shakespeare, a thorough dislike, 
except by a minority,’ said Mr. Nugent 
Monck, at the Oxford University extension 
meeting, yesterday. “This is not Shakespeare’s 
fault, for in his own day he was an extremely 
popular dramatist. If Shakespeare is not at 
fault, it must be something to do with the 
presentation of Shakespeare, especially in 
schools. The method of speaking verse in 
England is nearly as bad as the voice in 
which the Bible is read in churches, The 
object seems to be to get as far away from 
the normal human voice as possible, It is this 
tradition which frightens’ children from 
Shakespeare. 

“The eighteenth century manner, the 
grand mannor, is, still continued, and thé bold 
Elizabethan manner has been entirely for- 
gotten, It is because we have ceased to make 
Shakespeare interesting and amusing that 
people do not come. We speak Shakespearean 
verse now just twice as fast as it was spoker 
during the previous generation. 

“** Hamlet,’ produced in modern dress, is 
remarkably interesting, and has broken down 
the stage tradition of strutting and mouthing. 
After the first quarter of an hour the thing 
settles down in one’s mind and becomes quite 
normal. 

“To bolster up Shakespeare with artificiali- 
ties is quite unnecessary and is, in fact, an 
insult. Audiences must, in future, be brought 
to realise that Shakespeare 1s really -entertain- 
ing. Shakespeare as a rule is taken up by 
very serious people, who have left their in- 
telligence behind. They do not produce the 
plays as something human, but+as ethical or 
moral dissertations. The work of making 
Shakespeare real to the people lies in the 
hands of the amateur societies.”’ 


OBITUARY. 
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SIR ERNEST HATCH, K.B.E. 


Sir Ernest Hatch, K.B.E., Chairman and 
Treasurer of University College Hospital, 
London, died yesterday, at Sunningdale, in 
his sixty-ninth year. He was founder and 
Chairman of Messrs. Hatch, Mansfield and 
Company, and was a director of the Fine 
Arts and General Insurance Company. He 
twice contested the Garton Division of Lan- 
cas: -e as Conservative before he was elected 
in 1895, and from that year until 1906 he 
represented it in Parliament. 


MR. JAMES D. MILNER. 


Mr. James D. Milner, F.S.A., Director. 
Keeper, and Secretary of the National 
Portrait Gallery, London, since 1910, died 
yesterday at Plymouth. He was staying in 
Devonshire in the hope of improving his 
health, which had been causing some anxiety.

From Our POLITICAL CoRREsSPONDENT. 

Now that the sudden disappearance 
‘rom the Dail on Tuesday of Alderman 
John Jinks has been explained to every- 
body's satisfaction but his own, and with 
the National Loan two points higher 
yesterday than it was on the previous day, 


' the political horizon seems distinctly 


-learer. 

People are still talking, of course, of 
the fame which has come to Alderman 
Jinks overnight,. and several Labour 
ieputies expressed the opinion that, had 
the Labour leader's attempt to bring the 
debate to an early conclusion been suc- 
-essiul, Alderman Jinks would have been 
in the House to record his vote. They, 
however, ignored the fact that during 
the speech of Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., 
the National League's first secessionist, 
there were fervent “‘Hear, hears’’ from 
the Alderman, who stated yesterday that 
he had always been against the proposed 


triple alliance. 


THE BALANCE OF POWER. 

The question now arises: What will be 
the position in the Dail of4he man who 
made -history in Ireland on Tuesday? 
He still holds the balance of power 
between the two parties. If the Govern- 
ment win both by-elections, the House 
will be divided as follows when Mr. T. 
J. O'Connell, the Labour deputy, returns 
from Canada :—

The Speaker's vote will again be neces- 
sary to keep the Government in power. 
Assuming, however, that the Fianna. Fail 
retain the seat held by Madame Markie- 
vicz an Dublin South, the position will

If that is the position. when the Dail 


meets again, Mr. Jinks will. have to do 
more than abstain if he wishes to save 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Administration from 
defeat—he will have to vote with it, 

By entering the Government division 
lobby he would produce the exact result 
that his absence produced on Tuesday, 
and would save the Government of 
Saorstat Eireann a second time. He 
seems to be the Free State’s “man of 


destiny.’” 


BY-ELECTION POSITION. 

For Mr. John Jinks the results of the 
by-elections must have a well-nigh oppres- 
Sive interest, and he will, no doubt, hear 
the news of the expected double success of 
the Ministry. lts.victory im Gounty Dublin 
seems assured, but in Dublin South City 
Dr. Hennessy has a stiff fight before him. 

A victory for Fianna Fail in either con- 
stituency next Wednesday means that the 
Dail would re-assembJe the following week, 
and up to a point the drama of last Tues- 
day would be re-staged. 

The point at which the repetition would 
cease, I have no doubt, is the sudden dis- 
appearance of Alderman John Jinks. The 
country could not afford to let Alderman 
Jinks disappear on this occasion, and 
neither could it afford to have him 
“present, but not voting,’ since either 
event would terminate the life of the 
Governinent. . 

For Alderman Jinks it would this time 
be one lobby or the other, and history 
would record, by the direction in which 
he turned his footsteps, that once again 
Alderman Jinks had determined the fate 
of a Government. 


GENERAL ELECTION PROSPECTS. 


If the Government wins both seats, the 
House will not be called together again 
until the 11th October, when the question 
of the date of the impending General Elec- 
tion would come immediately to the fore- 
front. 

It would be for the Ministry, while still 
retaining the confidence of the House. to 
aivise an immediate TDi---'-tion. Tt is 
sugcested that, although a Genera] Elec- 
must come within the next six 
months, no party in the House—not 
excepting’ Cumann na nGaedheal—would 
welcome it before Christmas. Not only 
ha of the last six months

told heavily on all parties, but al) the 
party coffers are virtrally empty. 

It is admitted on all side< that Cumann 
na nGaedheal would stand to gain most by 
an early apneal to the electorete. but for 
a variety of reasons the idea of having it 
immediately hefore Ch-t-tm-- not 
commend itself to the "“'-iefrw. 

The question has not vet seriously 
cecupied the minds of the President and 
his colleagues, and this fact, coupled with 
the uncertainty of the by-election results 
—on which everything really depends— 
makes speculation for the moment rather 
unprofitable. 

In the event of the bv-lections being 
decided in favonr of the Government, it 
is not improbable that when the Ministry 
meets the House in October it would move 
a further adjcurnment, probably until 
after Christmas, when it then would 
advise the Dissolvtion. 


ANOTHER HISTORIC OCCASION. 


Alderman Jinks is one of the best known 
figures in the West of Ireland. He has 
heen Mayor of Sligo on several occasions, 
and, with Mr. Thomas Scanlan, ex-M.P., 
who at that time was a member for the 
constituency, played a leading part in the 


Anne 


Campaign which led to the passing of the 


Act in 1918 which introduced proportional 
representation into Irish local government 
elections. 7 

At the first election for Sligo Corpora- 
tion, held in January, 1919, under the new 
system, Mr. Jinks, who stood as a Nation- 
alist against Sinn. Fein, was returned as 
second senior alderman, yielding first place 
to Mr. H. Campbell ‘Perry, a local 
Unionist. It was largely as a result of 
this election, which was a striking success, 
that proportional representation was 
adopted by the British Government for 


the purpose of the Government of Ireland 


Act of 1920, which was the . 
the Anglo-Irish | 
Constitution. 


WHAT MR. JINKS 
THINKS. 


ATTEMPTED COALITION 
BAD FOR IRELAND. 


From OUR Po.iticai. CoRRESPONDENT. 

When I saw Alderman Jinks yesterday 
at the McDermott Hotel, Harcourt street, 
he did not seem to be at all perturbed 
by the hornet’s nest which his action on 
Tuesday night had brought around his 
ears, 

“There is no truth in the story that I 
was persuaded to abstain from voting,’ 
he told me. “I acted purely on my own 
initiative, and left Dail Eireann when I 
did without having consulted any other 
person. As a matter of fact, I did not 
know at the time that my absence would 
decide the issue, although I guessed that 
the division would be fairly close; but, if 
i had known, I should have done precisely 
what I did.” 


OPPOSED ALLIANCE. 

“When did you make up your mind to 
withhold your vote ?’’ 

“I will tell you the whole story. I 
attended a meeting of the National League 
last Friday, and when I heard that the 
party was contemplating an alliance with 
Mr. de Valera I opposed the idea strongly. 
I felt that. [I never could have anything 
to do with Mr. de Valera; for I always 
have been, and propose to remain, a Con- 
stitutional Nationalist. 

“During the troubles of 1920-1921 an 
attempt was made to compel me to resign 
my Commission of the Peace which was 
given to me by Major O’Hara, Lord 
Lieutenant of County Sligo, and I refused 
to retire from the Bench. In fact, I still 
hold the Commission of the Peace. I 
never was a supporter of Sinn Fein, but 
stood for the policy of the late John 
Redmond, which I believe still to be the 
right policy. 


URGED TO VOTE FOR GOVERNMENT. 
““T was astonished, therefore, when I 
heard of the proposed arrangement to 
throw out President Cosgrave and replace 
his Ministry by a Government which 
would be dominated by Mr. de Valera. 
Certain other members of the National 


| League on Friday shared my view of the 


matter, and told me that they, too, felt 
that they could not _ conscientiously 
support any proposal which would result 
in Mr. de Valera’s coming into power. 


Sligo, and during the week-end had an 
opportunity of ascertaining the views of 
most of the leading men in the Sligo- 
Leitrim constituency. I found that seventy- 
five per cent. of them were absolutely 
against the suggestion of a coalition 
between the National League and Fianna 
Fal, and I was urged by some of my 
most prominent.-supporters to vote in 
favour of Mr. Cosgrave’s Government. 


GRAVE MISGIVINGS. 


“I returned to Dublin on Tuesday with 
the knowledge that the people who elected 
me to the Dail did not share the views of 
the leader of my party, and when I 
attended the party meeting that afternoon 
I found that the very men who on Friday 
had agreed with me that the proposed 
coalition was a bad thing had changed 
their minds in the meanwhile, and now 
were strongly in favour of putting the 
Government out. I left the meeting with 
grave misgivings, having to make a choice 
between loyalty to a party, whose leader 
I hold in the greatest respect and esteem, 
and loyalty to my constituents and my 


country 
“T did not know whether I should vote 


with the Government or abstain from the 
division ; but I did know that I could not 
possibly support the Labour Party’s vote 
of ‘no confidence.’ I listened for nearly 
four hours to the speeches that were made 
by all parties in the Dail. Captain 
Redmond’s speech I regarded as a states- 
manlike utterance, but I could not say 
the same about the remarks of other 
members of the National League or of 
the Labour Party. 


THE BEST WAY OUT. 

“ At 7 o’clock, therefore, I made up my 
mind. I did not wish to create a split by 
voting against my party or by announcing 
my decision in advance. I just thought 
the best thing to do was to leave the 
House before the division, and to go back 
to my hotel. | 

“That is the whole story. There was 
no mystery about it. The sensational 
rumours that I was kidnapped and all the 
rest of it are sheer invention. I did what 
I did deliberately, in the belief that I was 
acting in the best interests of the 
country.” 

“What about your position now in the 
National League 7” 

“I do not know,” replied the Alderman, 
“Perhaps they will expel me. I have no 
information on that point. Whether they 
do or not, however, I am well able to 
stand on my own feet, and have no doubt 
that the electors of Sligo-Leitrim will 
vindicate my action.”

Mr. R. Caton Woodville, the well-known 
artist, was Íound shot in his studio at 
Abbey rpad, St. John's Wood, . London, 
shortly after one o'clock yesterday. He 
died on the way to:hospital. The discovery 
was made by his housekeeper and by an 
old friead, Mr. P. Gair, who was in the 


Mr. Woodville: sitting in his favourite 
chair, with a bullet. wound in his head. 
A revolver was near by. 

“Tt was a terrible shock,” Mr. Gair 
told a Press Association representative. 
“Mr. Woodville had been laughing and 
joking with us during the morning. He 


he had recently suffered severely from 
heart trouble.” | 

Mr. Caton Woodville was known chiefly 
for his battle pictures, which included a 
series of canvasses of the Marlborough 
Battles. Several of his large pictures were 
painted for Queen Victoria, and are 
now in Windsor Castle. These include, 
“Wedding at Whippingham Church,” 
the “Death of General Sir. Herbert. 
Kebir.” Mr. Woodville was seventy-one 
He was born in. London, 
and was educated at Diisseldorf. He ex- 
hibited his first picture at the Royal 
Academy when he was twenty-three years 
of age, 


FIRST-HAND KNOWLEDGE. 

For his pictures of war subjects te had 
first-hand knowledge. He went through 
the Egyptian War in 1882 and through 
the Turkish War. He was also in the 
Near East during the Balkan Wars. Mr. 
Woodville was awarded the Academy 


Red Cross of Spain, and was a Commander 
of the Medjidie of. Turkey. - 

Mr. Woodville’s father was a Baltimore 
artist, who died in London. Mrs. Wood- 
ville died last December, and her husband 


and he painted battle pictures in a 


colour or movement. One of his best: | 
known canvasses is “The Stand of the 
London Scottish on the Messines Ridge, 
October 21st, and November Ist, 1914.” 
In this picture, with wonderful fidelity, 
he depicted the first London Territorials 
going into action, and showed hand-to- 
hand fighting in ‘the village .of Messines. 
The picture was for a time in Buckingham 
Palace. 

Mr. Woodville—a great traveller—was 
also a writer. He published two or three 
books on travel. In his young days he 
was a crack big-game shot, and went on 
several occasions to South Africa, His 
son, Mr. William Passenden Caton Wood- 
ville, is also a well-known painter. His 
picture, “The Leisure Hour,” was pur- 
chased from him by the King a few years 
ago.

FOREST FIRES IN 
FRANCE. 


MOUNTAINS ABLAZE AT 
ALGECIRAS. 


From Revuter's CORRESPONDENT. 

NICE, Wednesday. 
Three of the forest fires which were re- 
rted yesterday are still raging, despite the 
act that the wind has dropped. Over seven 
villages between Grasse and Fuget Theniers 
have been threatened since this morning. 
Another outbreak is reported near Colmars. 

GIBRALTAR, Wednesday. 
A great fire has been raging in the moun- 
tains in the vicinity of Algeciras for the 
last four days. It is believed that it was 
started intentionally. The fire was clearly 
visible from Gibraltar, and large tracts of 

valuable cork trees have been burnt. 

A large force of civilians, soldiers and 
civil guards helped in the work of ex- 


smouldering. It is hoped that there will 
be no further outbreak. 

Intense heat was felt in Gibraltar 
account of the fire. 
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GENERAL. DUNCAN'S 
~ ULTIMATUM.

SHANGHAI, Wednesday. ' 
Shanghai is again in a state of military 
preparedness as the result of the refusal 
of the Chinese Commissioner for Foreign 
Affairs ta comply with the’ British 
Consul’s request for .the restoration of 
the wings of the British aeroplane which 
had made a forced descent on the 
Kiangwan Racecourse. 

The following communiqué was issued by 
the. Shanghai’ Defence “Force Head- 
quarters this morning :—- (Pst 

“ As stated. last night, a British 
aeroplane made a forced landing on the 
International Racecourse on Tuesday 
morning. ‘A small, unarmed party was 
sent to retrieve the aéroplane, and 


succeeded’ in bringing in thé engine and 


fuselage, . but before the wings could be 
brought: away a party of Chinese troops 
intervened, preventing their.removal, .,. 
“The British Consul-General requested 
the Chinese Commissioner for Foreign 


‘Affairs’ to take the necessary steps to 


enable the wings to be withdrawn, but 
met with a categorical-refasal ' * 

“Thereupon ‘the General Officer Com- 
manding Shanghai Defence North China 
Force, Major-General. John Duncan, re- 
quested the Consul to inform the Commis- 
sioner for Foreign Affairs that if the 
necessary instructions to return the wings 


was not issued by eleven o'clock on the 


morning of August 17 he would take 
such action as seemed appropriate. 

| RAILWAY. CUT. 
“ At the time stated, no: instractions 
were issued by the Commissioner for 
Foreign Affairs, and General Duncan gave 
orders that the posts on the Shanghai- 
Hangchow Railway, south of Soochow 
Creek, should be occupied from two 
o’clock in the afternoon, and that at four 
o’clock in the afternoon the railway 
should be cut at the level crossing 
immediately south of Soochow Creek. 
This hus .been carried out. 
““Local residents applaud General 
Duncan’s prompt’ action, and also his 
placing of the Defence Force troops on the 
front posts held at the time of the 
Nanking outrage. 

“Just now Nationalist troops are flock- 
ing. into Shanghai from Nanking. These 
are principally Chekiang men, and 
General Duncan’s action prevents them 
from using the railway from Shanghai to 
Chekiang, which is their home. 

“ British engineers tore up fifty yards 
of railway where it crosses the Municipal 
road. The.place is now guarded by 
infantry with machine-guns.”’ 


FURTHER NORTHERN “VICTORIES.

THREE KILLED IN 
CAMP AMBUSH. 


SUPPOSED WORK OF 
‘ MOONSHINERS.”

LOGAN, WEST VIRGINIA, 
| Tuesday. 

Mr. E. D. Hensley, State Prohibition 
Officer, Peart, his son, and Mr. Ernest 
Mascum were shot dead at noon to-day in 
an ambush near Chauncey, on Island 
Creek, Logan County. The news of the 
murder did not reach here until to-night. 
The sheriff and a posse consisting of 40 
deputy sheriffs, State police, prohibition 
agents, and deputy-marshals were search- 
ing the hollow te-night for five men sus- 
pected of having plotted the ambush. 

The shooting was reported by Dave 
Hensley, a brother of the murdered officer, 
who escaped during the melée and-. made 
his way on foot to Logan, a distance of 14 
miles. The bodies of the three victims 
were found where they had fallen. Each 
had been shot through the head and had 
apparently died instantly. The bodies 


‘were loaded on a mule and carried to the 


nearest road, whence they were conveyed 
to the mortuary here. 

Dave Hensley told the police that he 
and eight others had encamped for the 
past two days along Island Creek, but he 
denied that they had been searching for 
illicit stills. Several men, he said, had 
visited the camp and warned the party 
that they must leave before noon. The 
warning was not heeded, and shortly before 
midday a number of rifles cracked from 
the heavily wooded mountains close by, 
and four of the party fell, three dead ‘and 
one wounded. 

The police. view is that the murders are 
the ‘work of the ‘‘moonshiners’’ (illicit 
whiskey distillers), who are particularly 
active in that neighbourhood.

Irish ‘Treaty and of the Constitution was a 
strange non sequitur after their pact. with 
Fianna Fail to attempt to secure the modifica- 
tion of the Oath of Allegiance.

» Nationalist ‘combination’ would have been so 
obviously at the mercy of Mr. de Valera and 
‘his followers that» the Government which 
they proposed to form must have forfeited 
public confidence. 

The majority of Irishmen still want peace, 
economy and orderly development above “all 
things, and they must know that the 
Republicans, if they profess to have turned 
their backs upon revolution, remain irre- 
ducibly opposed to the maintenance of the 

litical connection between Ireland and the 

ritish Commonwealth of Nations, and are 
avowed enemies of the majority of the people 
of Northern Ireland, with whom most 
‘Southern Irishmen desire to be friends. A 
record such as that of Fianna Fail is not 
lived down in a few days, and the critics of 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government who voted for 
Republican candidates at the general elec- 
tion, without any. particular expectation of 
seeing them in the Dail, mus: now be feeling 
rather relieved. that they have been granted 
a respite from the logical consequences of 
their action. 

In the meantime, it appears most improb- 
able that Mr. Cosgrave can remain long in 
office after the Dail has reassembled. Even 
if the result of the two impending by-elec- 
tions at Dublin is favourable to him, even if 
he detaches Alderman Jinks and other 
Nationalists from Captain Redmond’s group, 
his majority will be at the mercy such 
accidents as an epidemic of influenza, and he 
is too practical a man to attempt to govern 
Ireland: long on so precarious a basis of power. 
Our Dublin Correspondent anticipates that he 
will appeal to the country in the autumn, 
in which case his Republican opponents may 
discover that their acceptance of the oath 
of allegiance as a mere formula has sorely 
injured their prestige among their former 
friends, while.the ex-Service men, who have 
been Captain Redmond’s chief —“npportars, 
may ask him some awkward questions con- 
cerning his proposed pact with their f:rmer 
persecutors. Bat though the issue will be 
clear enough—it will again be the oath, and 
all that the oath represents—Mr. Cosgrave 
will be obliged to walk warily during the 
intervening weeks, . His Public Safety Act 
has received the Royal assent, but he might 
be well advised to suspend the application of 
this drastic measure, which was largely re- 
sponsible for his recent predicament, until 
his countrymen have declared their opinions in 
a general election. An attempt rigorously to 
enforce its provisions at the present t me 
would seem to fall under the definition of 
what used to be called ‘‘ tempting Provi- 
dence,”” and Mr. Cosgrave, though bold, is 
not overweening. 


MR. JINKS AS A LEADER. 

The Morning Post says :—Mr. John Jinks, 
like Lord Byron, in one respect, at least, 
““ waked yesterday to find himself famous.”’ 
Thanks to his inaction, his country was 
saved from a political crisis, and a Gevern- 
ment whose doom seemed to be sealed was 
held from defeat and overthrow. Those who 
counted on ousting Mr. Cosgrave are, natur- 
ally, extremely annoved with the defection 
of Mr. Jchn Jinks, but everybody else seems 
to have been put in high good humour, which 
is surely a very substantial service. Hence- 
forward Mr. Jinks should constitute himself 
into a separate party. ‘While he has some of 
the qualities of a leader it is quite evident 
that he is not likely to be a good follower. 


The Star observes :—The name of Mr. 
John Jinks, of Sligo, will gó down to históry 
as the man who bezel Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Government by stopping away. Many men 
have saved their country by their action; it 
has been reserved to Ireland to give us.a 
man who saved it by inaction: The result 
of the vote is a smashing blow to Mr. de 
Valera and his faction. It is, of course, 
impossible to expect the Cosgrave Govern- 
ment to exist on a majority of one—or three, 
if the ‘by-elections prove favourable—but the 
two months’ grace which has now been 
secured will give him an unrivalled oppor- 
tunity of an appeal to the electorate. 

In this fight he will have the enormous 
tactical advantage, that de Valera and his 
party have taken the oath. They have 
spiked their own guns and wetted their own 
powder. 

A MODERN TOTTENHAM. 

The London Evening News remarks :—Mr. 
John Jinks is famous. He is as famous as 
Tottenham—‘“ Tottenham in his boots.” 
Tottenham was also a member of an Irish 
Parliament; he sat in that old Parliament 
which met at Dublin before the Union. In 
that Parliament there was a motion made 
which was mightily displeasing to Irish 
patriots, a matter of money that was to be 
paid into the “English Tidinareae, Sixty 
miles away was Mr. Tottenham when he 
heard the news of that motion. He pulled 
on his boots; he leapt on his horse. Sixty 
miles he rode fast, through ill weather, on 
foul roads, lighting down at the gate of the 
Parliament House and striding in. 

The Serjeant-at-Arms would have barred 
his way. Those were days when members 
wore silk stockings and powdered wigs, 
sitting in the House fully dressed. Mr. 
Tottenham, said the Serjeant, could not 
enter in dirty jack-boots and splashed from 
head to foot. evertheless, Mr. Tottenham 
thrust in, elbowing the Serjeant; that un- 
egy motion was defeated by one vote— 

y Mr. Tottenham’s vote. Long years after 
Irishmen were still drinking the patriotic 
toast of ‘‘ Tottenham in his boots.” 

It; is not ‘certain that many will drink. as 
gaily to the health of Mr. John Jinks. There 
are three parties that cannot love Mr. John 
Jinks; but he is famous. His fame is spread 
about Ireland. England has heard his name; 
let. every honest voter remember what one 
vote may do, one vote cast or withheld.

NEW WAR DEVICE. 


OCEAN LINER VEILED IN 
SMOKE SCREEN. 
From ReEvutTerR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

As the new French liner, the Ie de 
Fr nce, was approaching New York yester- 
day hundreds of passengers swarming on 
her deck- in brilliant sunshine saw an 
Army bombing ’plane came roaring up to 
w:thin almost shouting distance. Then, 
to their astonishment, a smoke screen was 
dropped about the vessel, leaving it 
arrayed in flowing white veils “Yke a June 
bride. 

A gleaming white curtain, gracefully 
billowing in the wind, completely en- 
shrouded the liner for a few minutes, until 
it was finally pierced like the slash of a 
giant knife by the vessel's great dark 
hull. 

The experiment, which was carried out 
by the Chemical Warfare Service of the 
United States Army, was intended to de- 
monstrate the feasibility of blinding shins 
from attacking aeroplanes with smoke 
screens, which would completely baffle the 
vessel's. anti-aircraft cunners. This is 
said to be the first time a smoke screen 
has ever been laid over a pa~so~ver vessel.
